Interest on your home 
mortgage usually is a large 
amount of your interest 
deduction, so it would be 
wise to make sure that you 
get a statement from your 
mortgage company each 
year. Also, in buying a new 
home, tile “points” charged

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NCAA Adopts 
New Rules for 
College Football

NASHVILLE,Tenn. (UPI) 
— Maybe next year for a 
college football tie-breaker. 
The NCAA Football Rules 
Com m ittee, 
apparently 
somewhat puzzled over the 
coaches’ sudden flip-flop on 
breaking tie 
games, 
has 
decided to let the issue cool 
for a while. 
Cliff Speegle, chairman of 
the rules committee and 
Sou th w est 
C on feren ce 
commissioner, 
announced 
the rules changes at a news 
conference Thursday fol­ 
lowing the committee’s mee­ 
ting. He acknowledged there 
was probably more interest 
in rules defeated by the 
group 
than 
those 
that 


passed. 
Chief among the changes 
are rules allowing freer use 
of the hands in blocking, 
more stringent prohibitions 
against spearing, and stiffer 
roughing-thepasser 
pena­ 
lties. 
But 
the 
tieb reak er, 
probably the proposal 
of 
most interest to fans, was 
defeated by a vote of 19-5. 
The tie-breaker, the one 
major change recommended 
by the American Football 
Coaches A ssociation, had 
almost solid support (16-1) 
from the coach es’ rules 
committee this year. The 
coaches voted 17-0 against ii 
a year ago. 
•‘We considered it, but 
there 
w asn’t 
much 


discussion, 
said Speegle. 
Dave Nelson of Delaware, 
secretary 
of 
the 
rules 
committee, said the com­ 
mittee will give the tie­ 
breaker 
stronger 
con­ 
sideration next year if the 
coaches still want it. 
Nelson and Speegle said 
more research is necessary 
to determine the physical 
effect on an athlete playing a 
prolonged game and noted 
that many stadiums do not 
have lights to permit games 
to continue in the late season 
when darkness falls earlier. 
Nelson said the main 
thrust of the rules changes at 
this meeting was to make 
college football safer for the 
players. “I don’t think I ve 
ever seen as many rule 


changes to make the game 
safer,” he said. 
The roughing the passer 
penalty was changed to 
provide that if the pass is 
com pleted, 
the 
15-yard 
penalty is stepped off from 
the point where the ball is 
dead. If a team scores on a 
pass in which the passer is 
roughed up, it gets a 15-yard 
break on the next kickoff. 
In 
other 
action, 
the 
committee: 
-m a d e hip and thigh peds 
mandatory equipment 
for 
participating in a game; 
—broadened the definition 
of “gestures or actions that 
provoke ill will” ; 
—and changed the rule 
regarding 
forfeiture 
of 
games. 


Under the new rules, if one 
player swings or kicks at 
another and m isses, that will 
be construed as a ‘‘gesture of 


ill will.” 
When a team forfeits a 
game, the score at the time 
of the forfeit will stand 
unless the forfeiting team 
was ahead. Under the old 
rule, the team that forfeited 
automatically lost by 1-0- 
Nelson noted that the forfeit 
rule, passed in 1908, was one 
of the oldest in the NCAA 
book. 


The blocking change, the 
first 
major 
alteration 
in 
blocking rules in 19 years, 
allows a player one-half of 
full extension of his arms but 
provides that the hands must 


be kept inside the frame of 
the blocker’s body and below 
the shoulders of his op­ 
ponent, and must be cupped 
or closed to prevent illegal 
holding. 
Speegle said the com­ 
mittee also adopted rules 
which broaden the old 
definition of spearing - 
“deliberately using the 
helment in an act to punish 
an opponent.” Tile new rules 
forbid a player from using 
his helment to butt or ram an 
opponent and from striking a 
runner with the crown or top 
of his helmet. 
A proposal for a four-point 
drop kick field goal was 
discussed by the committee 
but was never put in the 
form of a formal motion.

With the threat of a boycott

than the owners would. 
“We didn’t see that it

“We thought it was in our 
best interest not even to vote 
on whether to strike.” 
Garvey said the players 
now want to meet with NFL 
owners and commissioner 
Pete Rozelle.
